President McKinley is confident that
the explanation of the law under Sec- -

retarv Gaere acted in ordering a
countervailing duty placed on Russian
sugar and a duy upon Russian pe
troleum. which Secretary Hay has
handed to tha Russian ambassador,
will conviuoa Russia that this govern
ment was not actuated by any feeling
of antagonism towards Russian
products, and that it will result in
the removal of retaliatory duties
which Russia has placed upon
some of our goods, and the confi
dence is shared by every member of
our cabinet. The Russian ambassador
also expresses the opinion that the
matter will soon be straightened out.
There is no truth in statements sent
from Washington alleging disagree
ment in the cabinet concerning Sec
retary Gage's acts. There was nothing
to disagree about. Secretary Gage
merely carried out acts of congress,
as he was bound to do.

The civil government of that portion
of the Philippines where peace and
order have been fully established will
very appropriately be inaugurated
July 4th, with Judge Taft, president
of the Philippine commission, as
governor, and on the same date Gen.
MacArthur as military governor.
Adjutant General Corbin, who left
Washington several days ago en route
for the Philippines, where he will
make a tour of inspection of all the
military posts, carried, at President
McKinley 's request, Governor Taft's
commission.

Representative Steele, of Indiana,
who was a member of the ways and
means committee of the last house,'
and will unquestionably be a member
of the same committee in the present
house, said of the alleged demands
for tariff revision at the coming session
of congress: "There is no pressing
demand throughout the country for
tariff revision. Certainly there is no
such demand in Indiana, where even
the democrats are satisfied with the
present condition of affairs. When
tariff revision is necessary, which is
not now apparent, it will be had along
republican lines. The business people
of the country do not want tariff agi-
tation. If they want anything, it is a
rest. They are doing first rate, and
they do not want their prosperity
jeopardized by tariff tinkering."
When asked about the Indiana senti-
ment concerning Senator Fairbanks
as a presidential candidate, Mr. Steele
said: "Speaking as a friend of Senator
Fairbanks, I think the talk about him
in connection with the presidency, is
without his consent. No one questions
for a moment his fitnes3 for the po-

sition, but to put him the attitude of
formulating a boom at litis time, 1

simply means making him a target, for
the next three years, during which all
the other candidates can fire at him."
Of the general political outlook Mr.
Steele said: "The democrats certainly
cannot expect to gain ground if their
policy is correctly outlined by Senator
Jones, of Arkansas. He simply said
that whatever the republicans do
about the Philippines, the democrats
will take the opposite side. I do not
think the republicans have much fear
from that sort of opposition."

The agitation for a new commission-
er of pensions continues, but Presi-
dent McKinley says nothing. It is not
regarded as probable that there will
be any change in the pension bureau
until the president can find something
that would be regarded as a promotion
to offer Commissioner Evans, unless
the latter resigns, and that he says he
has no intention of doing.

In Rutland and Lamoille.
The states attorney for Rutland

county, George E. Lawrence, Esq., is
moving for the enforcement of the
laws relating to the sale of, intoxicat
ing liquors in the city of Kutiand.
Certain sellers have been restrained,
by temporary injunctions, from pursu-
ing their traffic, and consideration of
certain cases for breach of injunction
has been put over till July. During
these hearings Judge Taft announced
that the holding cf a United States
liquor license was proof sufficient to
warrant the issuing of a temporary
inj unction. If the owners of property
know, or have reason to know, that
such property is used for the illegal
sale of liquor, injunctions may be
issued against them. It is also current-
ly reported that the supreme court
has directed all prosecuting officers to
compel all persons in Vermont holding
United States liquor licenses to show
cause why temporary injunctions
should not be issued against them for
maintaining nuisances.

According to the newspapers of La-

moille county a condition of affairs is
existent there which demands the
faithful attention of the prosecuting
officials, and which has arrested the
attention of the judge of the supreme
court assigned to that county.
Enforce the law, invoke its lightning,

and let its bolt fall where its mandates
have been aimed, whomsoever may
be struck.
